Two of his brothers 
were in the army. Grover was helping 
to support bis mother ami sisters.

Later 
bo waa a candidate for tbe district at- 
tomayahlp, but was defeated. Then he 
aattlad down to law practice.

OoTamor Clowaland waa pradaeiv 
like Mayor Cleroland.

The same writer declares that "he not 
only preached economy, but be made 
the RtAte otBdals practice It.
